This act shall apply to cities existing
under a charter framed pursuant to section 36, of article 4, of the
constitution of Minnesota, and all acts and parts of aects incon-
sistent herewith are hereby repealed.

Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Minnesota:

Judgment for recovery of taxes.—Secction 1. That section
4344, R. L. 1905, be and the same hereby is amended so as to read
ad follows:

Section 4344, Interest on verdict, ete.-~ When the judgment
is for the recovery of money, including a judgment for the recov-
ery of taxes, interest from the time of the verdict or report until
judgment is finally entered ehall be computed by the clerk and
added thereto.

CHAPTER 372—H. F. No. 1104.

An Adet authorizing cities now or hereafter having a popu-
lation exceeding fifty thousand inhabitants, excepting cities
operating under home rule charters, framed purswant to sec-
tiom 36, article 4, of the Constitution of Minnesota, to aeqicire
gas, electric and water plants and property therefor, by the e-
ercise of eminent domain, and to operate the sane.

Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Minnesota:

Right of eminent domain given for acquiring gas, electric
and water plants.—Section 1. Any city now or hereafter having
a population greater than fifty thousand inhabitants, exeepting
